On the Southern coast of Scotland, 
near the Firth of Solway, where lived 
a boy by the name of John Paul. He 
early had a passionate love for the 
sea, and at the age of 12 began his life 
as a sailor. 


After many adventures he finally 
came to Virginia, just as the war was 
breaking out between 
England and 
the Colonies, and for some 
unknown 
cause chanpred his name to Paul Jones. 
His impulsive nature at once sympa- 
thized with tbe American cause, and, 
offering himself for service, be was 
commissioned as a Lieutenant in tbe 
Navy. He be^an his career with all 
the energy of his fiery nature. 


It was his band, so the story goes, 
that raised the first American fiag, and 
his gallant dann? soon won him a 
Captain's commission. 


After several victories he was for a 
time inactive, in hopes of obtaining a 
better command. 
But his restless na- 
ture soon became impatient at the de- 
lay, and sailing with a single vessel to 
the British coast, he bej^an his dashing 
exploits, swooping down, in his wild 
flight, 
on 
castle 
and town, 
he 
spread terror throughout England and 
Scotland. 


Finally he obtained, through the as- 
sistance of France, tbe command of a 
squadron of five vessels, and started on 
his eventful cruise. 
His successes 
sprang up all over the seas, and in less 
than a month he had captured twenty- 
six veaseis. But he ach eved the great- 
est victory when his squadron fell in 
with an English fleet off the coast of 
Scotland. 
The iiqht was terrific, can- 
nonade followed cannonade in the ter- 
rible struggle for mastery. 
I t was 
when Jones' ship was already 
leaking 
and many of his men disabled, that all 
the grandeur of his persevering brav- 
ery broke out in the reply:« "1 have 
not yet begun to fight," when asked if 
he had "struck his colors," and bring- 
ing his vessel alongside of his antagon- 
ist, he lashed them together and gained 
the victory just as his vessel was ready 
to sink. 


This contest won him the highest 
honor and admiration. 
The king of 
France presented him with a gold 
Bwo:d, and Congress ordered a medal 
to be awarded him for his bravery. 


Not only did his victories have a 
great eflfecfc on the iinal event of the 
war, but they helped to rouse France 
to the as-istance of the American 
cause, and awakened new hope within 
the Americans themselves. 


At the close of the war he entered 
for a time in the service of Russia, and 
finally in 1792, at Paris, his life, rest- 
less as the sea he lovod, found its quiet 
death.

that of England. 
Numbers of the Aus- 
tralian houses are of one story only 
and few exceed two. 
Excepting in the 
towns, where there iv often n good deal 
of dust bnt very little smoke, the air is 
pure and clear, and there is relatively 
little domestic 
clensing to be per- 
formed. 
For eight or nine months in 
4he y«iuc there are no fir«s required ex- 


cept for domestic purposes, and in the 
principal cities the gas atove is begin- 
ning: to snpersede the kitchen range. 
There i s no creeping down-stairs in the 
cold and darkness of a winter morning, 
with blue fingers and shivering limbs, to 
light a fire, thaw the frozen waterpipes, 
and clean a flight of front-door steps 
while everything is icj to a touch and 
gloomy to the vision.

is obliged to temper it with extreme 
discretion lest her cook or housemaid 
shouM abruptly leave her. Although, 
as a rule, domestic servants in New 
South Wales are somewhat extrava- 
gant in their ta<-tes, many of them— 
and this is mora particularly the case 
with the Irish—will regularly remit a 
portion of their earnings for the sup- 
port of their aged parents in the 
mother country, or in order to enable 
their brothers and sisters to join them 
in Australia. 
A girl who has been ac- 
customed to receive an annual wage of 
£5 in Ireland, or of £10 in England, 
and who earns, or rather is paid, £30 
or £30 per annum in New South Wales, 
will think nothing of giving a couple 
of guineas for a bonnet or hat of the 
latest fashion, and will array herself on 
her "Sunday out" in a velvet mantle, 
for which she has given £7 or £8, in 
such a manner that it is not always 
easy to ascertain which is the mistress 
and which the maid.

VI.—Thou shalt not marry a Jady 
whom thou canst not trust with the 
management of thy home and children; 
and then, thou shalt not interfere in 
her kingdom. 
If thou attemptest it, 
she will be justified in donning hat and 
coat and taking charge of thy business. 


VII.—Thou shalt not be "bossy" and 
authoritative in thy manners to thy 
wife. 
Thou shouldst know any proud- 
spirited woman would resent a com- 
mand, when she would sacrifice herself 
without limit 
to comply with a re- 
quest. 


VIIL—Thou shalt not imagine thou 
hast a monopoly of annoyances and a 
patent right on grievances. Thou shalt 
consider the many trials to temper and 
patience, caused by sick children, inef- 
ficient 
servants, smoking flues, bad 
plumbing and gossiping neighbors, to 
which thy wife is constantly exposed, 
and then thou shalt not always expect 
her to be as sweet, fair and unrulfied 
as a beantiful £aster lily. 


I X . — T h o u shalt not neglect to talk 
pleasantly and intelligontly to thy wife 
of the current topics of the day—of 
the new and good things in art, science, 
and literature. 
Let thy conversation 
be an exchange of thought as well as 
discussion of feeling, and in this way 
though shalt educate her to be an in- 
telligent companion (sharing thy senti- 
ments, tastes and aspirations) as well 
as a wife. 


X.—Thou shalt hold thy wife's feel- 
ings sacred to thine own, remembering 
lore and kindness is always the "open 
sesame" to a woman's heart, without 
which her life is a dreary thing. 
Treat 
her as thou wouldst wish to be treated 
if a woman, then will she die blessing 
thee, and remembering thee to the 
prettiest girl of her acquaintance with 
directions as to "how John liked his 
salads dressed."—Si.

A BOTANICAL AlfOMALT. 


So universal is the cylindrical 
form 
of the stems of grasses that reports 
concerning a square-stemmed bamboo 
of China and Japan have been gener- 
ally discredited. 
Very recently, how- 
ever, siich a plant has been proven to 
exist, and specimens of the stems have 
been secured by a few English botan- 
ists, some of them, being now in the 
Kew Museum. 
Unlike other bamboos 
of its locality, the square bamboo, it 
it appears, sprouts in the an umn, and 
attains its full height of ten to fourteen 
feet the following spring. When young 
the stems are quite round, their most 
perfect square shape being attained at 
the age of several years. 
The Chinese 
take great interest in the plant« and at- 
tribute the form of its stem to snper- 
natnral powers. 
The species has been 
named by Fenzi Bambosa qnadranga- 
Uria.

Should tlie State Furni&h Te.xt 
Books for Cliililren. 


In the State Teachers' association at 
Indianapolis, Prof. C. F. Cofiin, of New 
Albany, discussed the question, "Should 
the State Furnish Text Books for Pu- 
pils?" The question had but recently 
been sprung, but the speaker thought 
that it promised to become an isfcue of 
great importance.

The veterinarian of T H E SENRNNCL 
has been cognizant of the ravages of 
hog cholera in parts of this county and 
the disease has had his attention. Hog 
cholera was carefully studied last sum- 
mer by several pork raisers in Kansas, 
where the disease raged part of the 
time. 
One of them resorted to "home 
* treatment," as he called it, and he says 
it succeeded in bringing every member 
of his infected herd around all right 
The mode of tieatment he thus de- 
scribes: "As soon as the animals were 
taken sick I turned them out of the pens 
and began to drive them to warm up 
their blood. The first day I drove them 
three miles and the second day two 
miles. 
They would vomit freely while 
being driven. After the second day they

continued and finally all the hogs re* 
covered." 
An Abbeville county. South 
Carolina, farmer, whose hogs have never 
been attacked by the disease, attributes 
their immunity to a quart of turpentine 
slops which he gave them weekly.
